THE GOVERNORSHIP, 


And Seeks Nothing in the Way of Political Prefer. 
ment, But He Will Serve if the Peopie Make 
Such Fact Known to Him-—The Demo- 

crate Will Find Him Ready.

Wasuincron, May 6.—To-day | called on 
Mr. Stephens and found him as usual very 
much occupied with correspondence and 
other business. I said: 

“Not wishing to interrupt you, I would 
like to propound to you some questions, if 
you are not disinclined to answer thei, 
touching your candidacy for the governorship 
of Georgia.”’ 

‘For publication?’ said he. 

‘Yes, for publication.” 

‘Well, I cannot say I have any disinclina- 
tion to answerany question you may pro- 
pound on that subject, or any other in which 
the public interests are involved, provided 
you report me exactly in my own words.’’ 

On being assured this would be done, Mr. 
Stephens said : 

WHAT HE MEANS TO DO. 

‘In the first place, then, 1 want you distinctly to 
understand that lam not a candidate for governor, 
noram I a candidate even for nomination to that 
office by any party in Georgia. I think 
all that is being now said in the pa- 
pers of Georgia upon that subject grew 
out ofa remark of mine that you reported some 
time ago, that if the people of Georgia really wished 
me to serve them as governor, as numerous letters 
received by me indicate, I knew no reason at that 
time, if my health continued as good as it then was, 
which would justify me in refusing so to 
serve them, though my own wishes and desires 
were, as they had been repeatedly declared, to retire 
from public life at the expiration of my present 
congressional term. This 1 now repeat. By this 
language, I donot mean to announce myself as a 
candidate or even an dAspirant for the governorship, 
but to express a simple willingness to serve as gov- 
ernor ii the people in an authoritative manner 
should express a wish for me to serve them.”’ 

A RUMOR DENIED. 

‘‘Is there any authority for the statement that you 
will accept the nomination for governor by the 
mass meeting advertised to be held in Atlanta, on 
the first of June, and representing what is called 
the coalition party in Georgia’”’’ 

‘“‘None, whatever, though I should not be disre- 
gardful of such an expression of confidence by any 
number of citizens of the state,and the more so, 
coming from men not of my own political associa- 
tion.”’ 

A NOMINATION WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE. 

“Tf aconvention of the democratic party, selected 
under the common usages of the party, should 
nomimate you for governor, would you accept the 
nomination ?’’ 

‘“T should take that certainly as such a demon- 
stration of popular confidence and the will 
of the people as would meet the Ccon- 
tingency under which I have statedmy willing- 
ness to serve in that capacity to the best of my abil- 
ity, and I should accept the trust looking 
after the rights and interests of all classes 
without regard to party organization, but with 
the objectin view of restoring harmony to the en- 
tire state, building our waste places and restoring 
the old commonwealth as far as possible to her 
former proud position in the sisterhood of the 
states of the nnion.’’ .F. H. R. 


THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Passage of the Bill to Create a Commission for a Re- 
vision of the Tariff. : 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The house, at 11:25, went 

into committee of the whole, Mr. Robinson, ,of 

Massachusetts, in the chair, on the tariff commission 

bill. A number of amendments were offered and 

rejected, and at 3:20 the committee rose and re- 


ported the bill to the house. Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, 
asked unanimous consent to take from the jspeak- 
er’s table the senate bill on the same subject 
to strike out all after the enacting clause, and in- 
sert the provisions of the bill agreed to in commit- 
tee. Mr. Springer, of Illinois, objected. Mr. Mills, 
of Texas, moved to recommit the bill, with instruc- 
tions to the committee on ways and means toreport 
within thirty days a bill based on the principle that 
no more .noney should be collected than is neces- 
sarv to the wants of the government economically 
adwinistered. The motion was lost—yeas 77, nays 
151. As only one motion to recommit with instruc- 
tions is permitted under the rules, the effect of Mr. 
Mills’s motion was to prevent Mr. Hewitt, of New 
York, offering the resolutions which he indicated 
in his speech delivered recently. Mr. Hewitt 
thereupon asked unanimous consent to offer a reso- 
lution to a similar effect, but Mr. Bayne, of Penn- 
sylvania, objected. The previous question was then 
ordered on the bill and Mr. Kasson took the floor 
to close the debate. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Kasson’s speech the bill was passed. Yeas, 151; 
nays, 83. 
MR. OATES IN HIS SEAT. 

On motion of Mr. Calkins, of InJiana, a resolu- 
tiop was adopted permitting the contestant in the 
Alabama contested election case of Watson Vs. 
Oates to withdraw his papers. This leaves Oates in 
possession of the seat. Mr, Hubbell, of Michigan, 
introduced a bill to enlarge the powers and duties 
of the department of agriculture. Referred. The 
house then, at 5:25, adjourned.

GATHERED TO HIS FATHERS. 


Death ot Rev. Thomas 0. Sammersa, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

NASHVILLE, May 6.—The city was shocked to iearn 
of the death of Rev. Thomas O. Summers, a clergy- 
man of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, who 
has long been identified with Nashville, both as an 
officer of his church and a worthy citizen, active in 
every public movement. 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE, 

Rey. Dr. Thomas Osmond Summers was born 
near Carfe Castle, Dorsetshire, England, October 11, 
18i2. He emigrated to the United States in 1830 
and became a preacher in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at first “ Virginia. In 1840 he went to 
Texas as one of nine ministers to constitute the 
first conference there. In 1544 he joined the Ala- 
bama conference, and as secretary of the conven- 
tion at Louisville, Ky., assisted in organizing the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. By ap- 
pointment he assisted in the editing 
of the Southern Christian Advocate and in com- 
‘prieen anew hymn book. In 1850 the general con- 

erence elected him editor of their books and tracts 
and of the Sunday-school Visitor, and, in 185s, also 
of the Quarterly Review. In i866 he was elected 
editor of the Nashyille Christian Advocate, which 
position he occupied until1874 when he was elected 
professor of systematic theology in the Vanderbilt 
university. Ilis writings include commentaries on 
the gospeis and on the Acts of the Apostles; com- 
mentary on the ritual of the M. E. church, south; a 
Treatise on Baptism, a Treatise on Holiness, Sun- 
day-school Teacher or the Catechetical Office; 
Talks, Pleasant and l’rofitable, The Gulden Censer, 
Seripture Catechism, (two volumes Old and New 
Testament) Refutation of Thomas Paine’s Theolog- 
ical Writings, and the enlargement and revisions 
of Watson’s Biblical and Tieologieal Directory. 
The deceased also edited numerous volumes for 
Sunday-school libraries, and also 400 or 500 voiumes 
of books published at the Fublishing house. 
He- was one of the leading con- 
tributors to Johnson’s Encyclopedia, published in 
New York. He was the editor of the Quarterly Ke- 
view, established in 1879, and-published at the 
publishing house, from its first issue down to his 
death. It has proven under his management to be 
one of the finest literary productions pubiished in 
the south. Atthe timeof his death he was about 
tosend to the press a work on Sysiematic Theology. 

Many of his most valuabie manuscripts were de- 
stroyed by the burning of the old publishing 
house, in 1872, as wellas a large library, that de- 
partment having been in that portion of the build- 
ing where the fire burned fiercest Since then he 
had had a large number of books given to him un- 
til he had accumulated another large library. 

The deceased was the secretary of every general 
conference held since 1844, and was again comp i- 
mented with that distinction at the present confer 
ence, in which he sat two days, determined if pos- 
sible, to live through it. 

The deceased Was a man of broad, liberal views, 
was always congenial, kind hearted and charitable, 
and a thorough Christian gentleman. He leaves 
an invalid wife and one son, Dr. Thomas 0. Sum- 
mers. His two and only daughters met accidental 
deaths when young, one of them having been ac- 
cidentally drowned in the reservoir by falling from 
the parapet into a basin, while the other was killed 
by falling off a horse. 

The feeling among the members of the general 
conference now in session here is one of profound 
regret at the death of so worthy a brother, and re- 
ligious satisfaction that a fitting close crowned the 
life = one who was always a Christian in heart and 
mind.

THE COW ART TRIAL. 


Rebert Cowart Arraigned ter the Killing of Judge 
Thurmond. 

DALLAS, May 6.—Wednesday was spent in the dis- 
trict court trying to get ajury to try Robert E. Cow- 
art for killing Judke J. M. Thurmond. Three 
venires of sixty men each were exhausted and only 
seven jurors secured. The interest is universal and 
it is difficult to find a man who bas not formed an 
opinion. There is every indication of a long, hard 
contested and historical case. ° The following isthe

Field, J. M. Stemmen,J.C. Biggerand £,J.A. Brown, 
The defense is represented by Crawford & Smith, 
Wright & Wright, E. G. bower and 8. Robert- 
son, There are four brothers of the de- 
ceased present—Wm. Thurmond from Brown- 
wood, Texas, Philip M. thurmond from Tomb- 
stone, Arizona: J. 5. Thurmond from Fort Worth, 
Texas; aad J.G. Thurmond, county attorney,from 
Noland county, Sweetwater, Texas. A brotner of 
prisoner, Geo. (. Cowart, of Kansas City, is also ia 
attendance. The court house is filled daily. Many 
predict trouble during the trial, but itis probably a 
groundless fear. A jury was secured at 10 o’clock 
at night, empanelled, and the prisoner, R. KE, Cow- 
art, arraigned, charged withthe murder of J. M. 
Thurmond on March 14, 1882. Cowart pleaded not 
guilty, and the court adjourned to 8:50 a. m,, 
Thursday, when the taking of testimony will be- 
gin. Cowart was placed in the custody of the 
sheriff. The defense wiil be justifiable homicide.

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EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 


France te Lead, the Powers Collectively to Dictate, 
and Turkey te Obey. 

LonpoN, May 6.—A dispatch to the Times from 
Paris says: The consular reports respecting events 
in the Soudan have revived the apprehensions 
which were latterly calmed down. According to 


the latest exchange of views between France, Ger- 
many and Austria, the powers will allow France 
the initiative in the Egyptian question, leaving 
France to come to an egreement With Eng- 
land £0 as to secure unanimity 
of views. The poe of Turkish 
intervention under any form in Egypt, has been 
abandoned. Mahamed Twefik, the present khe- 
dive, will be retained in power so long as his re- 
tention is compatible with the existence of order 
in Egypt, failing which Halim Pasha will be sub- 
stituted for him through the medium of the porte 
at the unanimous request of the powers, but the 
powers have intimated that nothing must be done 
to precipitate the dethronement of Mohamed 
Twetik, nor must the accession of Halim Pasha be 
broached until the dethronement of Mohamed 
Twetik becomes a necessity in the interests of the 
powe sand of Egyptin particular. This plan, while 
rendering the porte the instrument of deposition, 
keeps the khedive under the collective protec- 
tion of the powers, and places them periorce under 
the control of the sultan,

THREE MILLIONS BURNED. 


A Destructive Fire In Racine, W isconsin—Fiftecn 
Acres A flame. 

Racing, Wis., May 6.—A fire broke eut in Good- 
rich’s warehouse about ten o'clock last night, 
whence it rapidly spread to the lumber yards and 
elevators. At 2:20 everything north of Third street 
and east of Wisconsin street was either in ashes or 


burning. A fierce gale of wind was blowing. En- 

{nes were sent for to Chicago and Milwaukee. The 
following message was sent by Mayor Packard to 
Mayor Stowell, of Milwaukee: ‘“‘Send as as many 
fire engines as you can. The city is threatened 
with being wiped out by the fire."’ Later, the wind 
had subsided somewhat, and tnere was a hope that 
the fire might be stopped at 4th street. It has not 
crossed the river yet, and so far the large manuiac- 
tories are vntouched. Something like fifteen 
acres are, so far, burned. The loss is estimated at 
from one to three millions, and no figures can be 
gotten as to the insurance.

JENNIE'S MOTHER 


NARRATING THE STORY OF HER 
DAUGHTER’S DECOY AND RUIN. 


The Invitation #rom the Malleys—The Decoy 
Brought In-—A Stormy Interview Between 
Mother and Daughter—The Girl’s Disap- 

pearance— Another Exhumation. 


New Haven, May 6.—Mr. Jones, in lis cross 
examination of Dr. Prudden, made particular 
inquiries as to what became of the remains 
secured at the first autopsy on the body of 
Jennie Cramer and not reserved by the doctor 
for the chemical analysis. Dr. Prudden could 
give no account of the matter further than 
that he left a part of the brain and the 
internal organs, after the autopsy was fin- 
ished, lying on the board at Undertaker 
Stahl’s. As if to protect the witness from the 
suspicion that the remains had not been re- 
spectfully treated, Mr. Doolittle elicited from 
the witness that when an auiopsy is made at 
a hospital or any public .institution where 
there is likely to be an attendant, no particu- 
lar pains were taken to replace the organs in- 
side of the body after examination. In this 
case the remains not wanted for analysis 
were left lying on the board at Stahl’s, 

MISS DOUGLASS'’S MISTAKEN KINDNESS. 

It now appears that Messrs. Blydenburgh and 
Fox accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Keefe went to 
Stahl’s and inquired for the remaining remains of 
the internal organs. Mr. Stahl knew little or noth- 
ing, but the gentlemen succeeded in 
their quest. The remaius had lain 
on an oil-cloth which was laid on a _ board. 


There was part of the liver, part of the brain and 
other component parts of Jennie’s interior struc- 
ture. After the doctor bad finished his work and 
gone aways, one of Stahl’s men gathered’ the frag- 
ments up in the oil-cloth and a hole was dug in the 
backyard of the undertaker’s shop, into which the 
whole bundle was put There was a good deal of 
blood. this oileloth and contents were dug up, 
and are now in possession forthe defense. Neither 
Mr. Blvdenburgh nor Mr. Fox would give any in- 


There may be two reasons for the desire of the de- 
fense, to get at what was left after Dr. Prudden’s 
autopsy. First, if Professor Chittenden misstated 
the quantity of material analysed by him, it might 
be shown by producing proof that he would not 
have had the quantity a Stated he did Second, 
the defense. may have wanted the remainder of 
brain and other tissue to give to a chemist of their 
own selection for analysis. 
THE MOTHER’S APPEARANCE. 

The chief interestin the Maley trial on Thurs- 
day was the appearance asa witness of Mrs. 
Cramer, the mother of the unfortunate girl. As the 
lady passed into court there was discernable on the 
faces of all three of the accused an agitation of 
mind or disturbance of sensibility such as none of 
the prisoners have heretofore manifested, Blanche's 
face reddened quiie perceptibly, asif from sudden 
excitement. James Malley looked at the be- 
reaved mother with evidences on his counte- 
nance of an accession of interest or feeling. but 
Walter seemed to avoid seeing her. Mrs. Cramer 
was attired in deep mourning She has 
lost flesh wtthin 4 year and her face 
has a more Careworn expression than it used to wear. 
she is still a fine looking woman, and has a look of 
amiability and honesty, as do many of the German 
women voi herage. Asympathetic sur went through 
the audience as she came forward when her name 
wascalled. She was pale, and her countenance and 
manner expressed deep sorrow. Her deep mourn- 
ing costume heightened the sympathetic effect pro- 
duced by her appearance and manner. Her voice 
faltered several times during her narration, but she 
controlled herself sufficiently to avoid breaking 
down, Her appearanee produced more of an effect 
upon Blanche than that of any previous witness. 
Thegirl, usually so self-possessed and indifferent 
flushed up, and fora moment or two dropped her 
head. She soon regained her customarv composure, 
however, and duriug the time the witness was tes. { 
tifying glanced ather only occasionally. When Mrs. 
Cramer spoke of James Malley’s assurance to her 
that Blanche was all right, the girl smiled faintly 
and looked a trifle abashed. sae 

THE LAST INTERVIEW, 

‘““My name is Christine Ceamer,”’ she said, “I live 
at 176), Grand street, New Haven. Jennie Crasner 
was my daughter. I last saw Jennie, alive, at our 
home, between eleven and twelve o'clock on the 
Thursday before the Saturday on which her body 
was found. Miss Douglass was with her. she 
came in the front door, through the hall. and 
walked down the back stairs. *‘Mama.’’ said she 

‘I would like to have you come upstairs. Miss 
Douglass is there. I want to introduce you.” in 
about ten minutes I went upstairs. Jennie and 
Miss Douglass were sitting on the sofa. It was 
the first time that I had seen Miss Douglass. Jen- 
nie introduced me. I did not acknowledge the in- 
troduction. I said: ‘Jennie, why didn't vou come 
home last night? You promised to come home at 
nine.’ ‘I wanted to come home,’ she replied 
‘but could not. They wouldn’t let me.’ I asked 
her whether she didn’t think that her staying away 
all night would disgrace her.Shesaid that the peigh- 
bors didn’t know it. ltold her that I was afraid 
thatin time they would find it out, and 1 thought 
that they already knew that she was away last 
night. If she Was going to stay away at night. T ad- 
vised her to look jorrxnotherhome. I said: ‘You 
will disgrace yyur parents staying away at nicht. 
When your little sister comes home from New Brit- 
ain its best that we look for another place for you, 
Miss Douglass interruted me while [ was talking 
with Jennie. She said that she kept Jennie all 
night at the Elliott house; that they eame home 
late, aud that she had urged Jennie to stay with 
her as it was too late for her to go to her own 
room. 1 told her that she had no right to keep 
Jennie away. 1 then went down stairs. My hus- 
band wasin the store, I left Miss Douglass and 
Jennie upstairs.’’ 

JENNTE’S DISAPPEARANCE, 

In a half or three-qua.ters of an hour I went to 
the foot of the stairs and called Jennie. 1 called 
her a second time, but I got no response. I then 
wentupstairs. I found the door standing open. 
Both girls had disappeared. After that I never saw 
my daughteralive. Between five and six o'clock 
on the afternoon of thesame day I called on James 
Malley at Edward Malley’s store. I found him at 
the gentleman's furnishing counter. I asked him 
whether he knew where Jennie was. I told him 
that she had disappeared with Miss Douglass. He 
replied that he thought that she was alli right at 
home. I told him that I thought he knew where 
she was. He said that perhaps Walter knew where 
she was. He would find out as soon as Walter came 
in. Isaid that Jennie complained of his keeping 
her out so late the night before, and told him that 
he ought not todo se any more. I requested hii 
to get her home early when he went riding. He 
gave no answer, but turued pale. 

SUSPICIOUS OF BLANCHE. 

“T told him that Miss Douglass was not a proper 
associate for Jennie, and that I did not like her 
looks. He replied that she was all right. I told 
him that I thought she was notall right, and asked 
hima whethe-s he would be good enough to see Jen- 
nie home in good time that sameevening He re- 
plied that he didn’t know that he could, as he had 
an engagement to go to the show that evening.

The first time that he called was 
when he first took herouttoride. it was about 
three or four weeks before her death James came 
in and went-nupstafrs. The carriage stood at the 
door.

James next called upon my 
daughter about two weeks afterward. He stayed 
only ten or fifteen minutes. He rang the door bell. 
Jennie let him in, and they went upstairs. He 
came to the house a third time about eight o’clock 
in the eveaing,one or two weeks before my daught- 
er’s death. He stayed about twenty minutes, and 
they went out for a walk. Isaw them both leave 
the house.’’ ! 
‘ THE DECOY LETTERS. 

‘i found four or five letters among Jennie’s 
effects,’ the widew continued. ‘‘They were mere 
notes.’’ She then identified the various letters as 
previously published. 

All these letters, the prosecution claimed,were in 
the handwriting of James Maliey, junior. The next 
letter was passed over to Mr. Jones before reading. 
He showed it to James, who leaned forward anda 
whispered coisultation followed. ‘It has nosigna- 
ture,’ Mr. Jones said. ‘‘We expect to prove that it 
isin the handwriting of James Malley, junior,’’ 
Mr. Doolittle said. “With that understanding, we 
have no objection to its reception,’’ Mr. Jones said. 
Here is the letter: ‘‘Dear Jennie: If you will over- 
look my avéacity in requesting your company on 
the pleasure trip to Coney island, leaving by the 
(to-night's) boat, and overlook the lateness of this 
invitatiouv, | will feel honored by your consent to 
come.

Haven, Conn.’’ They were identified and putin 
evidence. James Malley, Jr., busied himself copy- 
ing the letters while they were being read. The 
district attorney ventured the opinion that the ad- 
dresses on the envelopes were all inthe same hand- 
writing Mr Jones didn’t think so. Mr. Bush 
then read letters which bore Blanche Douglass's 
signature, but which the prosecution would prove 
were written by Walter Malley with her consent. 
Heie is the first: 

NEW HAVEN, August 3, 1881.—Dear Miss Cramer: 
Fave teen expecting to see you the last two days. 
Jim is going to bring me to Walter’s house this 
evening, and I would so like to have you join us. 
Can you Call some time this afternoon? Yours, in 
haste, BLANCHE.”’ 

There was a dispute as to whether the letter 
dated ‘‘July 3’ was passed sothe jury. The writér 
had apparently begun with a ‘‘J’’ aud written an 
‘*‘A”’ overit. Mrs. Cramer volunteered the state- 
ment that the letter came on the Wednesday 
before Jennie’'s death. She was just leaving the 
house and did not read it. The prosecution claim 
that Miss Cramerspent the night of August 3 at 
the Malley mansion. The other two notes are: 

“NEW HAVEN, July 28, 1881.—Dear Jennie: Would 
pe to see you some time this afternoon, before 0:30 
ii couvenient.

CAVENDISH SHOT DEAD. 


ASSASSINATION OF THE UNDER- 
SECRETARY. 


Lord Cavendish, the New Chief Secretary for ire- 
land, and Mr. Burke, the Under-Secretary, Shot 
Dead in Phenix Park, Dublin—The Ex- 
citement Occasioned by the Tragedy. 


Dusty, May 6.—Lord Frederick Charles 
Cavendish and Under-Secretary Burke were 
shot dead this evening in Pheenix park. Lord 
Cavendish, was the second surviving son of 
seventh duke of Devonshire. He was born at 
Compton Place, the Sussex seat of the Caven- 
dish family, November 30,1836. He was edu- 
cated at Trinity college, Cambridge, and was 
private secretary to Lord Granville from 1859 
to 1364, when the latter was president 
of the council. In June, 1864, he was mar- 
to Lucy Caroline, second daughter of Lord 
Littleton. He wasa liberal in polities and 
since 13865 had represented the Forthwest 
Riding of Yorkshire in parliament. Since 
the formation of the Gladstone ministry he 
had been financial secretary to the treasury. 
All the sons of the duke of Devonshire are 
members of the British parliament. The 
duke has been in the house of lords since 
1834. . His heir, the marquis of Hartipgton, 
has been in the house of com- 
mons most of the time since 1857, and 


a few years ago he was the leader of the lib- 
erals during the temporary retirement of Mr. 
Gladstone. Lord Edward Cavendish, third 
son of the duke, has been in the commons 
most of the time since 1365. The duke of 
Devonshire is a man of influence in the pri- 
vate councils of his party, but his studious 
habits have kept him from coming much be- 
fore the public. The Cavendishes have the 
reputation of being good landlords, and they 
have generally acted upon the principle that 
property owners have duties as well as rights. 
The family has more than once rendered 
valuable services to popular causes. Tue es- 
tates of the duke of Devonshire—193,000 acres 
—are in fourteen counties. 
HIS APPOINTMENT AS CHIEF SECRETARY. 

Lord Cavendish’s appointmeut as chief secretary 
has given geueral dissatisfaction. Speaking of ita 
couple of days ago, Mr. Parnell said the appoint- 
ment of Lord Cavendish looked badly for the sue- 
cess of Mr. Gladstone’s plans. He was afraid he 
was too weakand vaciliating., The liberation of 
Michael Davttt he considered the strongest blow 
Gladstone had struck. Henry Labouchere, liberal 
member of parliament, thought tue appointment 
of Lord Cavendish a farce and the new policy like- 
ly to produce grave results in Mr. Gladstone’s party. 
It would cost about seventeen whigs and dissolu- 
tion was not impossible. though improbable at pres- 
ent. Mr. Story (whig) said the new policy would fail. 
Lord Cavendish was a bad Selection. If half 
measures were adopted to suit the whizs, Mr. Glad 
stone would lose the support of the radicals. If he 
went great lengths he would lose the whigs. There- 
fore he was bound to fail either way. Mr. Healy, 
land léaguer, said the governinent threw sprat to 
catch mackerel. We gow the spratand kept the 
mackerel. We are glad Lord Cavendish 1s ap- 
pointed. Weecould not have fought Mr. Chamber- 
lenin, but Cavendish is sure to be such a failure that 
+e cannotshow him more quarter than is due the 
voverument ior what it has done. I regard ihe ap- 
pointment as the worst possible thing for the liberals. 

Mr. Shaw, one of the youngest men in parlia- 
ment, said the appointment of Lord Cavendish in- 
dicated that the policy would be smail in all its de-' 
tuils. Hethoughtit meant more than an overhaul- 
ing and centralization in Ireland _for the sake of 
economy. Since he heard of the weak appoint- 
ment he had lostall faith in the success of the 
movement, but did notthink it woukd lead toa 
dissolution, though a reorganization migat be 
necessary. He thought Cavendish was selected be- 
cause he would consent to let the policy fritter 
away where aman like Chamberlain would insist 
on carrying itthrough. He did not believe very 
deeply in the sincerity of the goverement. He 
thought the prisoners had been released on ac- 
count of the enormous pressure from all over the 
world.

New York, May 6.—The Herald publishes the 
foliowing: ‘‘Irkutsk, May 5, morning.—The fol- 
lowing dispatches have just been received he:e by 
g special courier from Mr. Jackson, the Herald cor- 
respondent, on his way vorth to the mouth of the 
Lena: 

Dispatch No. 1.—Deer Station, Kemuzach, in the 
district of Verchnaransk April 10, 1882.—A rumor 
ix current among the Turgus natives that five men 
have been found by the Tungus at the mouth of 
the Lena. They describe one as wearing a gold 
faced uniform. Nera tells me that Captain DeLong 
wore his uniform coat under his ulster at the time 
of the landing. I give this asa rumor, but it is re- 
markable that news spreads among the Tungus with 
great speed.

THE WRECK OF THE JEANNETTE, 

The Herald also publishes lieutenant Danenhow- 
er’s description of the last day in the ice, when the

The day was clear and 
beautiful, there was a light wind the north- 
east, and in some quartersof the horizon it was 
misty and very much likein the trade-wind regions 
of the Pacific. A party was sent out to get 
seals and guilemots if possible: My hour was 
up and I still lingered on the quarter deck for 
the ice on the port side, some 25 yards distant, had 
commenced to move toward, us, and i was fas- 
cinated by the dangers of the situatiou. ‘he 
captain was on deck and immediately hoisted 
the hunters’ recall, which was a big black cylinder 
at the main truck. They t nto come in one by 
one, and the last ones were Bartlett and Anequin, 

whe were d ing a sea] with them. Ast the time 
of their arrival, the ice was In contact with the port 
side of tbe ship, and she was heeling about twelve 

degrees to starboard, with her port bilges heavily 

pressed. The two hunters approached on the port 

side, passed their guns to me and came up by @ 

rope’s end thee I had thrown to them. The press- 

ure on the s was terrible, and we knew thatshe 

must either lift and be thrown up bodily upon the 

ice or be crushed Duriug the whole cruise, pro- 

visions, tents and boats with sheds were kept ready 

for immediate use, a d at this time every step was 

taken for the impending catastrophe. 

JAMMED ICE. 

About 3 p.m. Machinist Lee reported the ice 
coming through the bunkers, and the captain im- 
mediately ordered. “lower away!”’ men havin 
been previously stationed at the boats’ falls an 
ome provisions put on the ice. Melville immedi- 
tely contradicted the report, and the captain @e- 
ayed the order. Thus the ship lay for two hours 
and a half, the pressure of the ice relaxing at times 
and the ship almost righting. Then in she 
would hover over to 23 rees, and we felt sure 
there was no longer any hope for her, for she 
would not lift. There was nothing in the 
world to be done to assist her at that 
time. We had to depend upon her, shape, 
I have forgotten to tell you that she, of course 
floated much higher than when we entered the 
pack, and that led us to hope that she would lift 
easier in the nip, for the pressure of the ice would 
be below the point her sides commenced to tumble 
home. On the starboard side while she was heeling 
the nip was felt on her timber heads, which were 
the weakest paris of the frame, but on the port side 
she was pressed below ihe turn of the bilge. Her 
fate was practically decided the moment we found 
she would not lift, and a large amount of provisions 
and clothing was then placed on the ice in readi- 
ness for the catastrophe. 

THE LAST SUPPER. 

One watch weut to supper at half-past five, and 
the officers had bread and tea in the cabin at six. 
I was on the sick list, with eyes bandaged, but told 
the doctor that I could get charts and instrumerts 
together and be of assistance. He said he would 
ask the captain. Each omicer kept his kuapsack in 
his room, and most of us thought it was time to 
have them on deck; bat we would not make the 
move until ordered for tear of attracting the atten- 
tion of the crew, who were at work on provisions 
and boats. While I was taking tea | saw Dunbar 
bring his kna k up and put it in the cabin. 
Feeling that the moment had arrived I went for 
mine, and at the head of the ladder on my return 
ine doctor said to me, **Dan, the order is to get knap- 
sacks.’’ Itseems that he had stepped below and 
found water in the ward room, which he reported to 
the captain, and the order was then given to aban- 
don the ship. The national ensign was hoisted at 
the mizzen and Captain De Long was on the bridge 
directing the work. Lieutenant Chipp was con- 
fined to his bed. Ithrew my khapsack over the 
starboard rail and returned for clothes,but on step- 
ping into water when half-way down the ward 
room ladder I realized that the ship was filling 
rapidly. The doctor and I then carried Chipp’s be- 
ona out, and I was told to takecharge of the 
medical stores especially the liquor. The ship in 
this condition was likea broken basket, and only 
kept from sinking by the pressure of the ice, which 
at any moment might relax and let hergo to the 
bottom.

CAPTAIN DE LONG's LAST LOOK, 
While waiting for coffee, I walked over to the ship 
to take a final look ather, and found the captain, 
Boatswain Colesand Carpenter Sweetman on the 
port side looking at her under-water body, which 
was hove well out of water. I observed that the 
ship's side between the foremast and smokestack 
had been buckled in by the et a and that 
the second whaleboat was anging at the 
davits, awd also that the steam cutter was 
lying on the ice near by. Coles and Sweet- 
man asked the captain if we could lower 
the second whaleboat, and the captain said ‘No.’ 
The three boats, however, were considered enough 
and while journeying on the ice we afterward found 
Chipp’s boat to be the favorite with all hands be- 
cause she was considered short and handy, with 
sufficient carrying capacity for eight men. I then 
suggested to the men to retirn to the camp, for the 
captain doubtless wished to be alone with the 
Jeannette in her last moments. 
ABANDONING THE SHIP. 
When the order was given to abandon the ship 
her hold was full of water. and as she was heeling 
23 degrees to starboard at the time the water was on 
the luwer side of the spar deck, and I hope that our 
triend, the London etandard, will not now think 
that we deserted her and left ber adrift in the Arc- 
tic, as was stated in one of the issues of that paper. 
We had a large quantity of provisions on the ice 
about 100 vards from the ship, but Mr. Dunbar, 
who was alive to the occasion, advised the shifting 
of these toan adjacent and more favorable floe 
iece. Ittook us till 11 p. m. to effect the removal. 
Ve also had three boats—namely, the first cutter, 
second cutter and the whaleboat. As sdon as Dr. 
Ambler had looked out for Chipp he relieved me at 
my postand 1 went to work with No, 1 sled party, 
which | had been detailed previously to command. 
The order was given tocamp and get coffee, so we 
pitched our tent abreast of the whaileboat, and I set 
about fitting it up for the retreat. 
We three returned to the camp together, having 
to jump across numerous wide cracks and from 
piece to piece, and soon after the wateh was set and 
the order given to turnin Most of us obeyed the 
order promptly, and were just getting into oar bags 
when we heard a crack and acry from some one in 
the captain's tent. The ice had cracked immedt- 
ately under the captain’s tent, and Erickson would 
have gone into the water but for the mackintosh 
blanketin which he and the others were lying, the 
weight of the others at the ends keeping the middle 
of itfrom falling through The order was imme- 
diately given toshiit to another floe piece which 
Mr. Dunbar selected for u«. This was about 300 
yaids from the untenable ship. After about two 
ours’ work we succeeded in shiftiug all our goods 
and our three boats toit. We then turned in.

About 4 o'clock I was awakened by Seaman 
Kuehne calling his relief, Fireman Bartlett, who 
wasinourtent Kuehne ealled to Bartlett that the 
ship was sinking, and the latter jumped to the tent 
door and saw tac spars of the Jeannetie after the 
hull was below the surface.

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A RARE SKETCH. 


WHAT AN ENTERPRISING MAN IS 
DOINGIN ATLANTA, 


Jones, the Carriage Man, and What He Has Done 
and Will Do—A Useful Citizen Whom Atlanta 
Should Eneourage—The New Buildings 
He Has Erected—In His Workshop. 


Nocity can ever hope to build herself upon 
anything but an honest display of her en- 
ergies, and no man can ever hope to succeed 
upon other than honest, straightforward prin- 
ciples of fair dealing. In the town of Car- 
tersville, a short while after the war closed, 
there appeared a man not then thirty, who 
waded through the four year’s struggle, who 
had helped defend his country’s honor, and 
who now proposed to help retrieve his and 
his country’s lost fortunes. If ever a coun- 
try was impoverished when the war closed, 
surely it was the south. Then it was she 
needed men of nerve and honor as she had 
needed men of valor and bravery in the 
bloodier days that tried men’s souls.

After having served a regular ap- 
prenticeship, and having, during his sojourn 
with his brother, accumulated a few hun- 
dred dollars, he set out for West Point where 
lhe opened an establishment of his own in 
partnership with two other gentlemen. Know- 
ing his honesty and atiention to business, 
his partners putin several thousand dollars 
and a rousing trade was svon built up. But 
the panic, of '73, like a simoon of the tropics, 
swallowed up the factory and the concern was 
swamped. The man alluded to in this sketch 
is Mr. Jones, the owner of the large car- 
riage manufactory at 235 Marietta street. It 
was his purpose, when his West Point ven- 
ture failed, to pay upevery dollar of indebt- 
edness, and thisis what kept him there so 
many years after the collapse. On the first 
of January, 1882, he came _ to Atlanta and re- 
solved to stake his allin this city. Witha 
sufficient capital, saved from hard work, he 
leased the old tobacco factory for a term of 
years and has determined to make his factory 
one of the most successfui in the south. 

These are the kind of men Atlanta needs. 
There is nothing of the blow about Mr. Jones. 
His substantial character, his business qualifi- 
cations and energy are enough to commend 
him to the people of the city as oneof the 
most useful citizen who have entered our gates 
in a long while. Yesterday afternoon a Con- 
STITUTION reporter had the pleasure of a walk 
through the factory, and found it one of the 
most commodious in the city. The building, 
originally intended for a tobacco factory, is 
eminently well adapted to the purpose of Mr. 
Jones. He has fitted it upin perfect style, 
with elevators and every modern convenience 
used about a first-class carriage building estab- 
lishment. 

‘‘T have the best room,’ said Mr. Jones, 
“of any factory in the city. Back of the 
main building I have erected a new building 
for the forges, and beyond tnat the finest 
lot and shelter for storage purposes to be 
found anywhere.” 

‘What is the size of your main bu‘lding?’’ 

“About 125 by 50 feet. I occupy two floors 
which, with what I have outside,gives me about 
15,000 square feet of space, or something over 
one-third of an acre.’’

It is the duty of every citizen to re- 
port promptly any case tothe authorities that 
it may be so disposed of as will protect the

MR. STEPHENS AND THE GOVERNOR- 
SHIP. 

We print this morning a verbatim dispatch 
from Mr. Stephens. We prefer to let our read- 
ers put their own construction on such parts 
of the dispatch as may appear doubtful in 
their meaning or purpose. There are some 
points that call for discussion at our hands. 

In saying specifically that he would ‘‘cer- 
tainly accept the democratic nomination if it 
were tendered him,’ Mr. Stephens becomes, 
whether he wishes it or not, a candidate for 
that nominalion. Presuming upon his words, 
his friends will attempt to secure that 
nomination for him. As long as these words 
stand Mr. Stephens is a candidate for the 
democratic nomination—and as such a candi- 
date the party hasa right to ask his fullest 
fealty and the frankest expression of it. The 
public journals have the right to discuss his 
position, comment on his attitude and his ut 
terances. We frankly say we believe Mr. 
Stephens is with the organized democracy of 
the state in this fight, and that he will stand 
by its decrees. He certainly occupied this 
position some weeks ago, and certain lines in- 
his interview justify the belief that he has not 
changed. In this spirit, then, we renew a 
discussion of the coming race. 

We say toMr. Stephens, with the utmost 
respect, that he ought not to receive the nom- 
ination of the democratic party if he compro- 
mises with its enemies. There isno man no 
matter how bright he may be, who can carrythe 
standard of the democratic party of Georgia, if 
he comes to its convention bearing thestand- 
ard of the coalition. Mr. Stephens may flatter 
himself—ebsequious friends may lead him 
inte the belief—that, indorsed by the coali- 
tionists he may override the democracy and 
beat down its chosen leaders. He may do 
this. Butin doing it, he will not conduce to 
the harmony he now so earnestly invokes. 
On the contrary he will intensify the bit- 
terness of the inevitable struggle. 
by lending to the coalition the prestige of a 
great name, and giving ita strength it could 
not otherwise command. As matters now 
stand, there is no division in the ranks of the 
Georgia democracy of which § Mr. 
Stephens is an honored and illustrious 
leader. It was never so solidly united as it 
is now, since the days it turned from power 
the same enemies that, under scarcely a veil 

of dissimulation, confront it to-day. Mr. 
Stephens has but to look, and he will see 
the Norwood and Colquitt factions shoulder 
to shoulder—the ‘‘organized” and ‘‘independ- 
ents” hand in hand after yearsof«strife and 
separation.

They have 
struck hands with its traditional enemies and 
joined in the leadership of their crusade 
against its citadels—such men as Farrow, 
Longstreet and Atkins. The Arthur admin- 
istration indorses it with its fall support. The 
nesro republicans in convention unanimously 
agree to give it their solid strength. All the 
anti-democratic elements are united, and with 
but one object—one incentive—one_battle- 
cry and that—‘‘Death to the Democracy !”’

TO THE CITY OFFICIALS. 

In New York city small pox has not been 
allowed to gain a foothold, and in Chicago 
the-board of health is rapidly stamping it out. 
In scores of places throughout the country 
the pest has been driven out by vigorous 
measures, although it came from many quar- 
ters and in its worst forms. Now, what has 
been done in nearly every state of the Union 
certainly can be done in Atlanta. The dis- 
ease is not epidemic here; it is almost wholly 
confined to one locality and to one class of 
people; and yet it is permitted to linger in 
the city, to the detriment of business and to 
the uneasiness of all the people in or near 
the city. This should not be. The disease

We have no disposition to find 
fault with anybody; but it is as plain as the 
nose on a man’s face that the council and the 
board of health have delayed a valuable 
opportunity to stamp out the pest much to 
our common sorrow and loss. Vaccination 
and decisive measures of 
fection should go on hand in hand, and we 
call upon council and the board of health to 
give their best attention to this matter at 
once. The obstacles in the way of stamping 
out the disease are by no means so great as 
they were in Chicago, or in adozen other cities 
of the country where the pest has been re- 
cently faced and driven out. The authorities 
of Atlanta should take hold of the matter at 
once and in earnest. We cannot afford to 
overlook a single precaution or a single effect- 
ive step. With proper vigor and skill on the 
part of the city officials, together with hearty 
cooperation on the part of all citizens, the

pest can be driven out of the corporate limits 
inside of thirty days. There have been less 
than fifteen deaths so far, and less than forty- 
five cases. This surely can be promptly man-

THE LUSTY GOURD. 
There are few of our readers whose memo- 
ries antedate the war who will not join usin 
sympathizing with the movement which has 


just been organized hereabouts for the pur- 
pose of -stocking the markets of the world 
with the gourd. It is a movement which is 
not without its patriotic impulses, and those 
who are familiar with this lusty fruit of the 
vine which it is proposed to propagate will 
bid the projectors Godspeed. é' 
Speaking of memories that 
into the past, it is wonderful-how large a 


extend back 


variety of gourds one small recollection wiil 
cover. Far be it from us to throw even a 
small drop of cold water upon the project, the 
details of which have been set forth in these 
columns, but an active memory compels us 
to state that gourd cannot be in- 
troduced into good society until the frosts of 
winter have shorn it of its pungency. When 
the luxuriant guord-vine, flourishing in some 
sun-smitten spot where no other vegetation 
will grow, climbs up on the fence and gets 
astraddle of it, and crawls along thirteen or 
fourteen panels, it is needless for any one in 
the settlement to protest. It seems to be ab- 
solutely necessary that the average gourd-vine 
should see more of the world than any of its 
neighbors. 

The story of Jonah’s gourd is probably not 
exaggerated in the slightest. One small gourd- 
vine properly let alone will climb over a 
negro cabin and crawl all over the fence in 
one night, and the whole atmosphere will be 
filled with an odor, the pungency 
of which may be briefly alluded to, 
but not adequately described. One 
tolerably fair specimen of a gourd-vine, grow- 
ing near by, has been known to destroy the 


the 


flavor of the fruit of an entire watermelon 
patch, and this too without any apparent 
effort. The yellow blossoms are attractive to 


the bees, and a half dozen of these insects can 
carry enough gourd pollen into a watermelon 


patch to destroy acrop. We mention this as 
a fact fur Editor William Moore and our other 
Augusta friends to bear in mind. 

It will be observed that while all our pre- 


dilections are in favor of the gourtl, neverthe 

less we deal fairly by such of our readers as 
are unacquainted with the characteristics of 
this product in its grgen state. It is very, very 
rank—too rank inded to carry around in the 
pocket-handkerchief. But when the fruit 
has been properly seasoned, and cleansed,and 
made into the form of a dipper, nothing im- 

parts a finer flavor to the water. Indeed, it is 
questionable whether water drank from tin 
or cocoanut dippers can be called pure; and 
even if it is, its purity is not of the sort famil- 
iar to us all when, in the old times, we gulped 
it from the gourd that hung on the stick near 
the spring—or from the gourd that lay on the 
well. And there will positively never be 
such another gourd as that which the boys 
were in the habit of handing to the girls in 
school because there was a leak in the handle. 
A gourd in those days was a friend to all. 
kissing the mouths of all who might be 
thirsty. People not only had their favorite 
gourds, but favorite methods of drinking.

THE SMALL POX, 


The Cases Developed Yesterday—The History of the 
Disease in Atlanta and Other Matters. 
There were six cases of small-pox yesterday not 
heretofore reported. There were seyen cases offi- 
cially reported, but one of them, Henry Beckham, 
at 54 Foster street, was announced in yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION as One of the cases of the previous 
day, and properiy speaking, therefore, there were 
only six new cases yesterday. The cases of yester- 
day, aside from Beckham, were Mary Hardy, Ella 
tyan and D. W. Ryan, who were taken from 
Lynch's alley; Emma Montgomery, at 181 Butler, 
Sam Harris, who lives on Harris street, near Fort, 
and 0. 8. Thomas, who was taken from the Willing- 
ham building. All the cases were negroes, and all 
were sent to the hospital except Harris, who will 
be sent out this morning. Last night there was 
a case of varioloid reported on 
Fillmore street, near the Fifth Baptist church, but 
it was too lace to make an investigation, and it will 
not be known until to-day whether or not the report 
istrue. The city is more quiet than on Friday. 
Tne work of looking into the supposed cases and 
fumigating rooms and quarantiniug the exposed 
persons progressed #s usual, Vaccination continues 
as lively as ever, every man seeming to be alive to 
the fact that he is hisown keeper, and that he must 
see to it himself that he is protected. 
A HISTORY OF SMALL-POX IN ATLANTA. 

The reports of the extent of small-pox in At- 
lanta which have gone out nave increased in 
size as they went until very few people 
outside ot the city know the real situation. THE 
CONSTITUTION has presented the facts fully, and has 
kept its readers informed as to every Case that has 
oecurred. Itis now justa little more thana month 
since the first case was developed, and below is 
presented a short but complete history of the career 
of the disease in Atlanta up to date: 

The first case that occurred was that of Myra 
Tate, a negro girl, who was taken in the Beaver 
Slide, and who died a few daysafterat the hospital. 
The Beaver Slide was burned and everything grew 
quiet, but, as was anticipated, about two weeksafter 
the first appearance of the disease there were sev- 
eral cases developed, all traceabie directly to con- 
tact With the Beaver Slide case. There was a lull 
for a week, and lest Sunday, the time for the 
third crop, a case was developed, and 
since chat time the readeis of 
THE CONSTITUIFION can remember tbe number of 
cases that were reported each day. Since the first 
appearance of the disease every man, Woman ard 
child who has been exposed has been vaccinated 
and putunder quarantine. In some ofthe cases 
the vaccination came too late to keep off the dis- 
ease, but considering the large number who were 
exposed and afterwards put under quarantine, it 
is regarded asa matter for congratulatioa that so 
many have escaped. Of the scores who have been 
sent to the quarantine camp only twelve have 
taken small-pox since their arrival there, and all 
of them are ioine well with oneexception. There 
huve been some cases of varioloid, but nothing 
worthy of mention has grown out of them ex- 
cept the moral which each case teaches, and thut is 
to ‘get vaccinated.’’ Yesterday a representative of 
THE CONSTITUTION wWentoutl to _ihe quarantine 
camp and nad along conversation with Dr. Nathan 
Harris, who has charge of the hospital. The doctor 
isshut off almost entirely from coLimunication 
with the outside world and is taking things quietly 
with his patients. He says thatin nearly every 
death that has occurred the patient was sent out in 
almosta dying condition. Sinee the first case in 
the Beaver Slide, and including that case, there 
have been up to date fifty-one cases. Three of 
those cases were allowed to remain in the city, and 
the premiges were guarded at the expense of 
the patients. They were William Ivie, on Col- 
lins street; Neville Mower, on McDonough street, 
and aman named Guess on Fairstreet. ‘The two 
former died. Guess was reported as doing very 
well yesterday. Theother cases which were de- 
veloped in the city and sent to the hospital are as 
follows: Myra Tate, Rachal Seagraves, jWillis 
Sorrell, Jake Barnes, Aaron Johnson, Carrie 
Williams.

Vaccination in tbe city is progressing in a 
Satisfactory way. Itis estimated that from a 
sand 10 twelve hundred persons are vaccinated 
daily. Many of these vaccinations are upon per- 
sons Who already have scares, but prefer to test the 
matter as to whether or not they are fuily pro- 
tected. Dr. Logan, who has charge of the city vac- 
cination office at the police headquarters,gives it as 
his opinion that fully thirty thousand out of the 
estimated population of-forty thousand in Atlanta, 
are absolutely protec.ed against i] } 
Vaccination is going on in the wards by 
specially detailed physicians, who report 
an average of one hundred vaccinations 
in exch ward daily, making 500 in the city every 
day for the five wards. Dr. Martin is vaccinating 
in his rounds from 50 to 100 daily, and other physi- 
claus are dcing lively work in their private prac- 
tice. Dr. Logan, at the free office, has vaccinated 
as follows since the offic? was opened: April ?4th, 
40 whites, 50 colored: April 25th, 17 whites, 74 col- 
ored ; April 26th, estimated 100 whites and colored: 
April 27th, 29 whites, 141 colored; April 28th, 39 
whites, 159 colored; April 29th, 58 whites, 93. col- 
ored ; May Jet, 25 whites, 58 
ored ; May 2d, 56 whites, 65 col- 
ored; May od, 70 whites, 37 colored: 
May 4. 49 whites, 8! colored: May 5th, 48 whites, 63 
ct lored ; May 6th, 65 whites, 120 colored.

really do the largest printing business in the 
south, there are facts that warrant the state- 
ment. Yesterday a ConsTiITUTION representa- 
tive was sent around to the new quarters on 
Alabania street, into which they have recent- 
ly removed, forthe purpose of seeing justhow 
much and how far Harrison & Co. are work- 
ing towards the interests of Atianta. Their 
old house on Broad street, near the bridge, 
was too smali for their rapidly increasing 
business, and a new one, had to be substitut- 
ed. They arenow in the building formerly 
occupied by B. F. Avery & Co’s plow works. 

SOME INTERESTING FIGURES. 

The reporter was kindly treated by one of 
the members and shown through the entire 
building. 

‘You say this is the largest printing 
in the south?” | 

“Yes; thereisnothing south of Baltimore 
of such size, and we make the statemeént with- 
outfear of contradiction."’ 

‘‘How many publications do you issue” 

“You mean papers? Well, we send out 
over 280,000 newspapers every month, or 
about 3,000,000 copies every year. Several of 
our papers run as_ high as 40,000 per month, 
while we often print special editions of as 
many as 100,000 copies.’’ 

THE BUILDING, PRESSES, ETC, 

“What is the size of this building?” 

“About 140 by 50 feet. We occupy three 
‘oors and cover 21,000. square feet of space, 
very nearly one-half acre. Come down stairs 
and let me show you the engine room.’’ 

Following the footsteps of the speaker we 
were soon going down an elevator, run by 
steam, and a moment later landed in the en- 
gine room where a perfect world of pulleys, 
wheels and belts, met the eye.

We 
have employed the most skilled labor in this 
department, and Atlanta need never send to 
Calvert, or ‘any other northern house, for 
work of this kind.”

THE PRESSES, THIRTEEN IN NUMBER, 

“We run thirteen steam presses in all, and 
often have not enough to do our work when 
we get ona heavy rush. Werun three steam 
foldung machines; also, two paper folders and 
one book folder. Qur presses are the finest 
and fastest to be boughtand are kept con- 

stantly busy.”’ 

“That's a big pile of paper there—how 
much paper do you carry in stock?” 

“That's a hard question to answer, though 
we carry allthe time from $15,000 to $20,000 
worth. Our stock of paper is unequaled in 
the south?” 

“For what 
erimt?” 

‘You Know we arc the state printers; in ad- 
dition to that we do ali the work forthe Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad, the West Point 
road's printing. part of the Western & Atlan- 
tic, allof the Western Railroad of Alabama, 
and part of that for the Georgia railroad.” 

A LARGE UNDERTAKING, 

“Anything big on hand now?” 

“Yes, we have now the largest contract in 
ihe way of a book we have ever published, the 
Georgia code. The state will take 5,000 copies 
alone.

The sale is made under a clause of the 
agreement on the bonds, which says, “Upon 
the forfeiture of the interest on these bonds 
the property shall be sold, after it has been 
advertised sixty days in a paper at At- 
lanta, New York and _ Boston,’ It is 
presumed that the bidders will be mainly 
those interested in the bonds. A local com- 
pany may be formed, however, to take it, if it 
goes at less than its worth. 

As to the pwofits of the mill, it is hard to 
state them. We have the best authority for 
saying that for several months they averaged 
$1,000 a week. A gentleman who knows says 
that the mill at the present, with 10,300 
spindles, will pay a big interest on $250,000 
year in and out. The mill has a capacity for 
double the spindles now running, and if full 
would more than double its present net earn- 
ings.

FULTON COUNTY BARROOMS. 


Some Facts and Figures on the Retailing of Spirita 
Outside of Atlanta 

Since the commissioners of roads and reve- 
nues passed their order increasing the license 
fee for the retailing of spirituous liquor in the 
county of Fulton, outside of the city, there 
has been much discussion as to the result, and 
in order to ascertain the exact beat of the 
public pulse, a ConstTITUTION representative 
yesterday took the streets. 

First, he went to the office of the commis- 
stoners’ secretary, Mr. Tyler Cooper, whom 
he asked: 

‘‘How many barroonis are there in Fulton 
county outside of the city?” 

‘Wait a second and I will see” replied Mr. 
Cooper, and he reached for his record book. 
“There is one,” he continued as he turned 
the leaves, ‘‘at Buckhead. It is run by J. F. 
Irby, and his license expires on the 12th of 
December, 1882. Then there is another at 
Tight Squeeze; Smith & Co., are the propri- 
etors. Their license is up on the 19th of De- 
cember, 1882. M. P. Brown has one near the 
Fair grounds out on Marietta street. J. T. 
Reese has a license for Edwardsville, and 
Wm. M. McKee is located on the Flat Shoals 
road.”’ 

“Ts that all?” 

“Yes. Five saloons all the coun- 
ty has outside of the city, and 
the probability is that there will be fewer as 
their present permits to sell expire.’ 

“What right have the commissioners 
pass this order?’ 

“Why, every right. On page 160, section 11, 
of the acts of 1880 vou will see, besides other 
rights they have, they may legislate ‘in recu- 
lating peddling and fixing the license for sell- 
ing liquors.’ Isn’t that enough right?” 

Then the cedar shover again took the streets, 
and the first man he met was Mr. Carl Wein- 
meister, Who in response to a question said: 
“Yes, I have read the action of the board. | 
think it amounts to prohibition outside of 
town, but if their object is to stop the sale of 
liquor, they won't succeed. People who 
want whisky will have it despite laws and law 
makers. -Why, look at Kansas; whisky is 
shipped about there in boxes like dry goods. 
[ really think the order an unwise one. Be- 
fore its passage the county got a revenue of 
$25; now she will get nothing; whisky will 
be sold anyhow.’’

They should have done so long ago.”’

‘About the 15th of October, 1881, Parton 
left Atlanta without my knowledge or con- 
sent, I visited his counsel, and by them was 
informed that they had furnished him the 
money, had bought his ticket and sent him 
away. By telegram and by letter I ascer- 


in Galveston, afterwards in Waco, shortly 
afterwards in New Orleans and in a short 
while afterwards in Vicksburg; a short time 
after that I heard of him in Tuscaloosa, Ala- 
bama, and later on I heard of him in Nash- 
ville. He had a name for every place, for 
instance, in Vickburg his name was Jerome 
Mansfield. At Vicksburg I had him captured 
under the name of Jerome Mansfield on the 
day on which the supreme court confirmed 
the decision of the court below in his case. 
Twenty-five miles from Vicksburg, up the 
Yazoo river, he escaped from the man who 
had him in charge. Three or four times after- 
wards I had him under arrest, but he, beinga 
lawyer, practiced the habeas corpus and baffled 
the detectives. He had no friends in Atlanta 
upon whom I could rely for aid, and I there- 
fore had to resort toan idea original with 
myself. On last Monday, the first of May, I 
induced a friend of Barton to send him a let- 
ter of miue, which was written by me and 
handed to his friend in an envelope, stamped, 
but of course not directed. Barton's friend 
afterwards directed the letter to him as fol- 
lows: ‘B. W. Keene, Preston Park Seminary, 
Louisville, Ky.’ I have never seen the letter 
gince.”’ 

‘How did you hear of how it was address- 
ed?’ 

‘‘As to how | found out the letter was ad- 
dressed that way, that is nobody’s business 
but my own. As I was going on to say: This 
occurred at ten o’clock Monday, and at half 
past one in the afternoon, C. J. Barton was 
in the Louisville jail, and at 2:15, Monday, I 
was on the train for Louisville, Kentucky, 
with g requisition from Governor Colquitt on 
the governor of Kentucky for C. J. Barton. I 
obtained a warrant from the governor of Ken- 
tucky at Frankfort the 2d day of May, and 
proceeded to Louisville, where I arrived at 
seven o’clock in the afternoon of the same 
day. Iwas informed that a man answering 
the description that | had given ina previ 
ous dispatch, was in jail. A large number 
of persons were brought into the 
hall and I was required to identify my man, 
which I did to the satisfaction of the detect- 
ives, and the sheriffs force.

W. Keene, and forced a court of inquiry so 
as to establish his identity. Judge William 
L. Jackson, after hearing the evidence issued 
an order that I should bring Barton to At- 
lanta. In my work there | had the aid ofa 
most excellent detective service, and one 
that is not exceeded in my knowledge. I am 
especially indebted to Mr. B. T. Bligh, chief 
detective, and to his assistants, Messrs. Wil- 
liam Lindsey and Eugene Daily. Bat to 
return to Barton. He neyer did confess his 
identity.”’ 

‘*When did you leaye Louisville?” 

“I left Louisville at 12 o’clock Tuesday 
night, but missed connection at Nashville 
anddid not reach Atlanta until half-past 4 
o’clock Thursday morning.”’ 

‘Did you have Barton in trons”’’ 

“Yes. [went unarmed, and inasmuch as 
he was very stubborn I thought that it wasa 
duty that lowed to myself to use every pre- 
caution.” 

“Did he talk much?” 

“No. But he swears vengeance against sev- 
eral parties herewhom he considers his per- 
secutors, especially Speairs & Simmons, the 
lawyers, and Solicitor-Generai Hill. Barton 
claims positively that he had arranged for his

The park is situated just in 
a bend of Ocmulgee river, and in a forest of 
giantoaks and pines. Altogether, I think 
there are about one hundred and fifty acres in 
the reserve, every inch of which is beautiful 
beyond power of words to tell. Long graveled 
walks wind through grassy beds of flowers 
and around pretty miniature lakes and foun- 
tains, while drives are laid off in encircling 
mazes throughout the entire park. The race 
track, a full mile in length, is considered un- 
doubtedly the finestin the United States,every 
movement of a horse the whole distance 
around being easily visible duringarace. I 
was present last week when the fastest trot- 
ting time evefscrored in Georgia was scored on 
this track—a mile in 2:254%. Iam sorry to 
note that the old time care and attention has 
not been given of late to he park, though, of 
course,a man is always there to keep the 
place in as good order ashecan. Under May- 
or Huff's aiainitretion the entire park was 
kept as neat and clean asa pin. Next in the 
pointof interest in the hearts of Macon peo- 
am asa place of resort is that sacred spot 
cnown alike to Georgia and history as 
ROSE HILL CEMETERY. 

That Macon should have two places of such 
surpasssing beauty is not a little astonishing, 
butit is nevertheless true, and Rose Hill 
stands to-day alone in its wonderfully fine 
Situation. It, too, is situated along the banks 
of the historic Ocmulgee, the waters flowing 
in sluggish silence past the city of the dead, 
asifto tell its own sweet story of sweet 
respect for those beneath the sodded hills. 
Some of the most illustrious men in Georgia 
are buried here, and Judge Richard Clark’s

The Findlays have long been associated 
with the history and interests of Macon The 
present extensive iron works were established 
in 1839 by the father of Mr. C. D. Findlay, 
whe now ownsthem. The entire family are 
thoroughly identified with Georgia and her 
future development, and all of them are 
doing something to help her along. They 
went through the war, and like the majority 
of our gallant defenders, came out of the 
struggle with nothing but their untiring en- 
ergies to start them again in the race for for- 
tune. 

The Findlay iron works are known all over 
the south, their work being distributed in 
every cotton state. The buildings are very 
large, fronting 700 feet, running back 312 feet 
by 50 feet wide, two anda half stories high,

see why there should be even a dividing 
line between Macon and Vineville, as itis 
nothing more nor less than a continuation of 
the streets and houses of the former. Vine- 
ville alone has a population of 5,000, while 
East Macon has about 5,000 or 4,000, making 
the last census returns of.Macon, 12,000, about 
correct, with a proper increase of a little over 
twelve per centsince then.

But to-day a change has come over the en- 
tire city; I have been literally astonished at 
what has been shown me, and if a single city 
in the south can make a similar display of 
such solidimprovements then I cannot point 
itout. A feeling of rivalry has taken posses- 
sion of moneyed men, andon every street 
handsome structures are going up on every 
side. I took adrive outto Vineville yester- 
day through the courtesy of Colonel R. K. 
Hines. Passing along College street, past the. 
new structure of St. Paul's Episcopal church 
now in process of building, Colonel Hines 
said, pointing to asquare on College street: 
‘There are ten handsome new residences go- 
ingupon those two adjoining squares.” I 
looked, and cuuld see for myself, the ham- 
mering of the busy mechanies filling the air 
on every side, while the clear, sharp ring of 
the trowel made a chime of music that made 
prosperity for Macon and new life to Georgia. 
THREE-QUARTERS OF A MILLION IN NEW BUILDINGS 

io give an idea of some of the details of the 
work now going on, I am _ enabled through 
the courtesy of Mr. Henry Horne, a promi- 
nent young real estate agent, and whose opin- 
ion is looked up to with confidence and es- 
teem by all of Macon, to _ present 
a detailed statement of some of the hard licks 
now going on here. The following appeared 
in the Telegraph and Messenger a few days 
ago from Mr. Horne: 

It was my pleasure some weeks ago to place 
before our citizens, through the columns of 
the Telegraph and Messenger, my views on 
real estate matters. It was not my object to 
overrate the situation, andI did not say more 
than what indications warranted. In the 
course of my remarks it was stated that $300,- 
000 would be expended in general improve- 
ments.

In addition to this remarkable exhibit 
which I was discussing this morning with 
another pruminent citizen, I am tuld that 
there are fully $150,000 in ae now un- 
der contract not includedin the list, which 
will swell the grand total of Macon’s present 
actual building boom tu three quarters of a 
million. I doubt if Atlanta will show 
so great a record for the entire year. 

THE PEOPLE JUBILANT 

Everybody I have met here seemed to be 
imbued with the same feeling of enterprise. 
It has become acontagion and is fast breaking 
out all along the line. On every side I hear 
but one voice: ‘Yes, Macon is awakening 
from her long sleep.’’ Tiere are many who 
will continue to abuse their own hearthstones, 
but the solidity of the present boom is too 
great to be laughed at or cried down. 

THE TRADE OF MACON. 

Before going into a detailed mention of 
some of the leading industries of Macon I de- 
sire to say a word abvut the trade of the city. 
The business here is simply enormous and 
compares favorably with any other southern 
city. Indeed, in one branch of her ‘trade, 
Macon can very readily dispute ground with 
Atlanta, while she cun walk right away from 
Savannah in other things. The biggest single 
volume of business is the grocery trade,which 
amounts to about $4,500,000 annually. The 
dry goods trade is about $3,500,000, while the 
hardware and machinery foots up considera- 
bly over $3,000,000. Of course these are only 
figures from the wholesale trade. The retail 
dry goods trade amounts to $1,225,000, one 
house, Juhan & Co., the largest south of Phil- 
adelphia, selling one-fifth of this amount. Of 
the grocery houses Jaques & Johnson sell 
every year over $1,500,000 worth of goods. 
There is nota single house in Georgia that 
does a larger business than this. 

THE MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 

The manufacturing interests of Macon 
furm no small exhibit when considered 
together, over $2,500,000 of different kinds of 

oods being manufactured here annually. 
This trade is divided up between five or six 
large iron works, two cotton factories, five 
planing mills, flouring mills, etc. There are 
two large cotton factories here having a Ca- 
pacity of 16,000 spindles, and I understand a 
project is on foot to build more. 

OTHER SOLID FACTS, 

Macon has twelve handsome chureh edi- 
fices for whites and nearly the same number 
for blacks. There are seven banks witha 
capital of over $1,000,000, gasand water works. 

THE WATER- WORKS 
are an ornament, as well as an honor, to 
Macon. They were erected last year, and cost 
about $75,000. The peeple here think they 
have the finest system of water-works in the 
south, and certainly the purest water. I do 
not doubt either statement. The supply 
comes from a bold spring on the edge of town 
which yields every day 150,000 gallons of as 
pure, sweet water, as was ever pumped up by 
anengine. A beautiful reservoir, over 190 
feet above the city, holding about 2,500,000 
gallons, stands on a hill abouta mile from the 
business center. From this fountain head 
the mains run down into the city, supplying 
the houses and connected with about 
seventy-five hydrants for fire use. At 
present not one-fourth of the supply is used 
daily, so that the works will do until Macon 
has reached fully 100,000 inhabitants or more. 
I was driven out to the reservoir by Mr. 
George Obear, Jr., and I ku ow a finer one was 
never constructed. It is about 300 feet long 
by 100 feet wide, and holds 26 feet of water. 
It is lined throughout with bard cement, and 
not a single brick was used in its construction, 
the builders preferring to put the cement 
right on the soil. The water in the reservoir 
is as clear as crystal, and in that condition it 
reaches the people, no mud ever being seen 
in it. Indeed, I consider the Macon water 
works a monument to the projectors and a 
lasting credit to the city. 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Macon has long been enjoying a system of 
public schools, and they are considered as fine 
as any in the country. They are the pride of 
the entire city, and have been the means of 
bringing in a great many people as permanent 
residents. There are a number of very hand- 
some buildings used by the free schools, while 


recent letters in the Sunny South have been 
a source of valuable reading for those hitherto 
unacquainted with the history of men of 
other days. There wasa great hue and ciy 
raised some time ago over the fact that the 
Brunswick extension, which follows right 
along the banks of the river 25 or 30 miles, 
might to some extent injure the looks of Rose 
Hill, or disturb the sleepers in their graves. 
The road instead of detracting, actually adds 
interest to the place, and takes away much of 
the old ruggedness of that part of the place. 
A GENERAL RESUME 

I have thus given a running synopsis of 
some of the leading points of interest in and 
around Macon, but Sees not covered all the 
points vet. That the city is prosperous be- 
youd any time in all her previous history, is 
evidenced from Mr. Horne’s real estate state- 
ment already given, and from the general 
aspect of all the business in general. In a 
notice of some of the special industries of the 
city, Macon’s growth as heard fro.a the 
mouths of some of her leading citizens, will 
be given. The water works has aimost 
spoiled the interest in the former fine fire de- 
partment, but the companies still flourish 
and are doing as good work as ever, the same 
spirit of rivalry existing which has ever 
made the department one of the most effec- 
tive in the country. An important item, and 
one worth mentioning in connection with 
Macon’s solid prosperty, is the fact that there 
has not been a failure among her business 
men in overa year. There are few soutbern 
cities able to come up with such a record as 
this, but it only shows just how thoroughly 
solid the entire city is. 

THE RAILROADS. 

Macon is fast getting to be one of the most 
important railroad centers in the south, six 
important roads running out from her borders, 
the old Central to Savannah, the Macon and 
Western to Atlanta, the Southwestern to Co- 
lumbus and Eufaula, the Macon and Bruns- 
wick to nswick, and the new extension to 
Atlanta, the Macon and Augusta to Augusta, 
forming the batch that distribute and bring to 
Macon the commerce for nearly offe-half of 
our great commonwealth. The Central has 
probably the largest interests here of any com- 
pany in the southern states, over $1,000,000 
being invested in shops, depots and other im- 

rovements. They employ several hundred 
bands: which adds greatly to the prosperity 
of Macon. The Central’s interests are emi- 
nently centered with Macon’s. The other 
roads, of course, have large interests here, fine 
shops, depots. etc., being scattered around 
generally. I presume the value of 
all the railroad improvements in Ma- 
con cannot fall short of $2,000,000. 
SOME OF THE ENTERPRISES. 

I come now to some of the largest and most 
progressive enterprises that have help- 
ed to give Macon her solid fame and 
which continue to lend a helping to the fu- 
ture growth of the city. As already stated, 
the wholesale trade is something enormous, 
and Atlanta will have to open her eyes if she 
does not indeed let Macon get ahead of her. 

THE GREAT HOUSE OF COLEMAN 4 CO. 

The history ot this mammothdry goods 
concern is a most remarkable one. The senior 
parter, Mr. 8. T. Coleman, came out of the 
war without a dollar, and yet to-day he is at 
the head of a house doing an annual business 
of one million dollars. Recently they have 
moved into new quarters, and now occup 
one of the finest buildings south of Balti- 
more. It cost $75,000 and is five stories high. 
Counting the cellar, which is as much used 
us ony other, there are six floors, all told, cov- 
ering 50,000 square feet of space, or about one 
and a quarter acres. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Nathaniel Sol- 
omon, one of the partners, I had the pleasure 
one day this week of beingshown through the 
entire establishment. It is built of brick and 
finished in the highest style of modern archi- 
tecture. A fine hydraulic elevator runs con- 
stantly, which carries goods and customers to 
the different floors. ake is the smoothest run- 
ning elevator I ev The arrangement 
of the goods on each of these floors is perfect, 
and there is seemingly enough to supply the 
whole state of Georgia in everything she needs 
to wear. 

THE BUSINESS DONF. 

‘‘Now, tell me, Mr. Coleman,” IL asked when 
I had taken another ride down the elevator 
with Mr. Solomon and entered the office, 
“something about the bulk ef your busi- 
ness ?”’ 
= Well, in round numbers, we sell about 
one million dollars’ worth of goods every year 
and the trade is increasing.”’ 

‘‘Cen you classify your business?’ 

“Yes. We sell about $250,000 worth of 
shoes, $300,000 worth of notions, $50,000 in 
hats, and $350,000 in dry goods. It is probable 
that the shoe trade of Macon is larger than 
that of any other southern city,”’ 

“What is the stock you now carry in the 
house ?”’ 

‘A bout $300,000 in season, though we run 
over that figure at times. That, however, is 
an average stock, but it has to be constantly 
renewed, of course.”’ 

“How many men do you keep on the 

di 

“We have eight commercial drummers 
traveling forthe heuse. Our trade extends 
almost to every town, city, village and ham- 
let south of Mason, while we sell goods as 
high above us as Jonesboro and Hampton, 


FROM THE FIJI ISDANDS 
In the Pacific ocean. We filled the order and 
sent the work on its way rejoicing.” 

‘‘How much iron do you use in a year?” 

‘‘Nearly 2,000,000 pounds or about 900 tons, 
We use from 500 to 600 tons of pig iron be- 
sides about half as much scrap iron. Our 
business will amount to about $150,000 per 
annum, and on this we make a good profit, 
of course. Wemake a speciality of our own 
cotton presses, invented by ourselves, Right 
over there from where we stand is the largest 
iron planing machine in the south. It will 
plane a piece of iron forty feet long.”’ 

One ot the most interesting branches of 
these iron works is 

THE PATTERN DEPARTMENT. 

In one of the upper rooms is kept every 
pattern made for several years past. There 
are probably 50,000 different models in mould 
lving around in all sorts of positions and rep- 
resenting every conceivable thing that santa 
be made into iron. Pattern-making is the 
nicest part of the iron business, and it 
takes a skilled hand to carve out the 
many thousand designs necessary. These pat- 
terns of Mr. Findlay cost about $125,000. 
One of the curiosities of the works, also, is 
a huge steam gong, which can be heard plain- 
ly for twenty-five miles and, strange to say, 
notwithstanding the volume of sound is 
so very great, itis not at all. unpleasant to 
people living a block away—not as much 
so as a shrill whistle of smaller dimensions 
would be. Montpelier springs are sixteen 
miles away, and yet the people out there 
work by Mr. Findlay’s steam gong. I am 
glad to say that the iron business of Macon 
is increasing, though the Findlay works still 
take the lead in thoroughness of enterprise. 

While talking to Mr. Findlay I was intro- 
duced to Mr. Hendrix, one of the partners 
of Hendrix, Rockhill &. Willingham., and 
proprietors of 

THE DIXIE WORKS. 

This firm of contractors employs about 
seventy-five hands, and have more work now 
in hand than they can possibly do. They are 
over one month behind on orders, with more 
coming in every day. Their business house 
is situated on First and Cherry streets and 
Cotton avenue. They estimate their business 
to be worth S40,000. Their variety works are 
right across the street from the office. I was 
carried through them by Mr. Rockhill, one of 
the cleverest gentlemen. as well as among the 
most sensible hard workers, I have met in 
Macon. All the latest machinery is used in 
the works for turning out the best quality of 
blinds, sash, dvuors, etc. 

Said Mr.Rockhill: “I have never seen any 
thing like the building boom nuw going on 
in Macon. I have been here a great while, 
butthe present impetus given to improve- 
ments is something I never expected to see. 
And it is solid work for the city, too. Nota 
dollar of the capital used in the large num- 
ber of houses is borrowed; it is all from out 
of the pockets of Macon people. There is no 
tightness in the money market, and we have 
never had any trouble whatever in making 
payments or receiving them.” 

‘What amount of business does yonr firm 
do?’ I asked. 

“Tn all, last year we footed up $260,000. We 
have now contracts for building, amounting 
to about $100,000, and, as I said before, we are 
a month behind filling orders. There is no 
such thing as keeping up with the demand for 
our work. We are building Waxelbaum’s 
new building, which will cost $50,000; Mr. 
Joe Bond’s $10,000 residence, besides six or 
seven other handsome houses to cost nearly as 
much» I never saw the like of lumber being 
brought here as is coming in every day. 
W bole train loads are coming every day.”’ 

“Can you estimate Macon’s lumber business 
this year?”

FINE PICTURES.

Fifty-Seventh Annual Exhibition ef National Academy 
of Desiga—Four of the Best Pictures Described. 
¥rom an Occasional Correspondent. 

New York, May 3.—Many art exhibitions 
have been open during the past month, the 
most popular with the general public being 
the anmual exhibitions at the Academy of 
Design. The New York press and local critics 
seem to be disappointed with this year's col- 
lection ascompured with that of last vear. 
To acertain extent they are correct, but by 
drawitlg a delicate line of difference, 
we can find among the better 
pictures a very favorable comparison 
with any of a previous collection. Assuming 
the role ef a polite critic, 1 beg to mention 
four paintings which 1 consider best among 
more than eight hundred. In speaking of 
these I entertain the following ideas about 
pictures: 

Above all things there should be a pleasing 
or instructive moral presented. A _ picture, 
like a book, loses its mission, when this is 
lacking. The story must be well rendered as 
regards artistic execution. The subject shouid 
possess the siruplicity of nature, assisied by 
artistic arrangeuent, 

“TheSdays that are no more,”’ by Mr. C. Y. 
Turner is an exceedingly impressive subject. 
The title itself would suggest a picture to any 
mind of experience, but the artist in this in- 
stance gives something, perhaps, different 
from what we might have expected, 
A sad-faced Puritan: woman; clothed - in 
-imple attire, con ied — her. little 
vrphan boy are just returning from an old 
graveyard, whether she has been to visit her 
tne be nd@’s grave.

The ‘‘place of honor’ in the academy this 
year has been given to Mr, Thomas Hoven- 
den’s large painting ‘‘Elaine,” which is full 
of historic interest and the excellences of 
composition. The 5 fa aga feeling of 
Tennyson’s poem, ‘‘Lancelot and Elaine,”’ 
has found true expression in this picture 
The scene is laid in the hall of King Arthur's 
valace at Camelot. The high arched walls, 
ecorated with gilded banners of many colors, 
are supported by massive columns of por- 
phyry and marble. The general arrangement 
of the architecture and interior decorations 
are rich both in color and design. A 
brilliant light streaming from above through 
all. this splendor, reveals the lifeless 
form of the beautiful Elaine, which reposes 
gracefully upon a couch in the foreground, 
By her side stands the tall and knightly form 
of King Arthnr, holding in his hand the let- 
ter, just read, which explains the fate of the 
young girl. The king is surrounded by his 
attendants, and each look with pitying glances 
and eloquent silence upon the scene. Guine- 
vere,. the queen, seated in a quaint chair, 
leans forward and gazes attentively at the 
sweet and child-like face of the young girl. 
At the head of the couch “the dumb old 
servitor’’ sits patiently upon the floor looking 
weirdly out of the picture. His long white 
hair, flowing beard and careworn face gives 
an additional sorrow to the picture. In the 
background can be seen the eager and curious 
faces of servants, soldiers and peasants. 

In coniposing the figures of a group like 
thisand while painting the attire of each 
person as worn during the days of chivalry, 
requires both the| knowledge of a historian 
and the refined hand of an artist, and Mr. 
Hovenden has accomplished this difficult 
task ina very graceful manner. There isa 
masterly combination of rich color which 
revels each tint and shade in harmonious 
contrast, 

Gilbert Gaul’s “Charging the Battery” 
shows a vigorous charge being made by a 
well equipped company of soldiers just before 
daybreak. The flash. of cannon can be seen 
between the jutting cliffs of a mountain 
side, and the effect of the enemy’s deadly fire 
is told too well by the reeling forms of the 
gallant men in the foreground. The brave 
captain, with upratsed sword, is barely visible 
in front and near by the bugler urges the few 
remaining souls to their certain tate. Men 
who have sulfered the brunt of war can stand 
before this picture and recogpnywe the truthful- 
ness with which it is execut An excellent 
knowledge of drawing angskill is shown in 
the prostrate forms of tlegplying soldiers, and 
the effect of moonlig}® upon the polished 
steel of muskets, , ete., is perfectly 
given. y the finest battle 
piece yet painted by an Ajvterican artist. 

“Mozart Singing His Requium” is one of 
the largest picturest in the collection 
and is a good example of drawing and artistic 
arrangement. Mozart sits in a_ pillowed 
chair, partly covered with a buffalo robe, and 
feebly holds a large music book with both

position. immediately in the rear stands 
three musical friends who heartily assist in 
singing. Near the composer's side stands the 
kind and attentive Sophia Weber, his sister- 
in-law, who eagerly leans forward and gazes 
upon the book. Just opposite sits an orches- 
tra of fine musicians, all joining in the spirit 
of the music, but still remembering the* pale 
face of their master, théy all gaze teelingly at 
Mozart. Thescene is well depicted, and is 
commendable for the ease and simplicity of 
composition. The cosy interior is giten in 
rich warm coloring and represents the furni- 
ture and decorationsof a comfortable Ger- 
man home. : 

‘The day before Mozart's death he xequested 
the score “to bewrogeht to him and¥ang his 
part. Soon after finishing he suddenly burst 
into tears and laid aside the score, and said 
to his sister-in-law. ‘Did I not tell you that 
this was my requinm.” 

‘he academy contains many other attract- 
ive pictures by leading American artists 
which would please an eye witness. A visit 
to a picture gallery is the most pleasant and 
protitable of pastimes. In this 
large city where there isso much to annoy 
the mind during*the rush of business 
to steal away from care and be alone withour 
thoughts is a blessing which should not be 
lost. Each picture is full of cheer and bright- 
ness, meeting us like the smiling face of a 
friend, and leaving something good and 
noble in our heartge.The intenor of the 
academy is provided with every convenience 
for the display of pictures. Upon entering the 
corridor the visitur is cOnfrumted with trop- 
ical plants and flowers profusely arranged 
and upon special occasions, rare old tapestries 
and bric-a-brac relieves the space between 
pictures, and contribute in no small degree 
towards one’s entertainment. 

Mr. J. H. Maser, of Atlanta, losa charac- 
teristic paintingentitled ‘The Readin’ Class," 
which can be seen in the northeast gallery of 
the academy. {t consists of eight little 
darkies reciting their morning lesson. Hach 
has a different attitude and expression, which 
is clearly indicated and with pleasing etlect. 
Mr. Moser makes quite a success of the negro 
character, 

Miss Bacon,of Macon, is attending the “Art 
Students’ League.” This makes two repre- 
sentatives from Georgia in this school, and it 
is to be hoped that others will follow, as its 
instructors are the very best and they have 
every facility for rendering substantial good 
to every earnest art student.

This is the 
missing ingredient, and yet ii is fair tosay that 
only after reading a dozen or more of the sketches 
consecutively does the absence of the creative fac- 
ulty becomes apparent. The men and women who 
figure in these episodes, where. asa mere outline, 
the narrative is reaily inimitable, are merely acces- 
Ories to a humor and pathos that are at once romafi- 
tic and abnormal. Atthe same time, after taking 
into account these limitations of a singularly origi- 
nal mind, it is not too much to say that the best of 
Bret Harte's sketches, with all their echoes from 
Dickens, will remain-a treasure in American litera- 
ture.

ters is of Mr. Harte's own invention, but ther@are 
touches here and there in the sketches calculated to 
give them the position of classics in the public ap:
